The army of the Potomac has probably 


never experienced two days aud uighta of 
greater discomfort than since they eu- 
camped near tbe Eappahannock on Wed- 
nesday. Tho symptoms of a storm, which 
were apparent during the march hither 
from Warrenton, led many to fear that bad 
weather would overtake us before we wero 
established in camp. The day was drizzly, 
and tho ground on which tho various com- 
mands pitched their cam pa was already un- 
comfortably wet. During the night tbe 
wind prevailed from the southeast, and rain 
fell in considerable quantity. Tho tempe- 
rature, however, was comparatively mild. 
Thursday morning the wind changed to the 
northeast, and blew a gale,, accompanied 
with heavy showers of rain. Such of the 
troops as were fortunate enough to be loca- 
ted on sloping ground were less affected by 
tho descending floods. But the greater 
portion of them, as is customary, aought 
the level plains extending back from the 
river, which have heretofore been need for 
planting purposes. 
The encampment of 


tha ninth army corps occupied one of these 
plateaus, aud strenuous efforts were made 
by the usual ditching to turn the water oil 
into tbe road which divides the encamp- 
ment. All efforts, however, proved una- 
vailing, and laat night nine-tenths of tbe 
whole corps slept in the water, or stood in 
the pouring rain ankle deep in mud around 
their smouldering camp-fires. The absence 
of all material for flooring, and of straw, 
obliged them to lie on tho bare ground. 
Some few only were able to procure pine 
boughs to keep themselves out of the 
water. 


The violence of the cold northeast gale 


which blew the rain into the open shelter 
tents, only large enough for two to He un- 
der, added much to their discomfort. To- 
day tho sky baa been overcast, but we have 
had only one light shower, aud the sun had 
a golden set, giving earnest of a goodly 
dav to-morrow. 


The river has risen considerably, but not 


enough to prevent fording. The army, no 
doubt, will be crossed on pontoon bridges, 
tho materials for which are now arriving by 
transports at Potomac Creek. A part are 
already here. 


The roads, of course, have been much 


damaged by tbe rain, and some parts of 
thoao we have been compelled to use for 
the last day or two, are already so badly cut 
up by deep holes and gullies as to be al- 
most impassable. 


The 100th Pennsylvania, Col. Lazure, 


has been employed in repairing the Bell- 
plain road. 


Tho principal part of the furago for the 


army has been landed at Potomac Creek, 
and hauled thence in wagons. Aa soon ag 
tho railroad is in running order, that routo 
will be substituted for all the supplies. 
The 


storm has somewhat retarded operations, 
but the work is being punhed vigorously 
forward. The railroad bridxe over Potomac 
Hun has to be rebuilt, but'that will occupy 
but a few days. 


CornwpouJoncB of th* New York Trlbnnt. 


Su.VIUV, Nov. 23. 


Longatrect only is supposed to be in front 


of us, with a force not exceeding 40,000. 
Generals Burnside, Hooker and Franklin 
have just rode away from the headquarters 
of General Sutnner. An additional force 
of artillery has been ordered in position, 
and by to-morrow morning, if deemed ad- 
visable, 250 pieces of artillery can open up- 
on the doomed city. If a great battle 
should be fought here, the spectacle will be 
sublime beyond description. From many 
positions on either side of the river the 
whole struggle could be seen almost with- 
out tbe aid of a glajs. Kvery movement of 
the rebels to-day, in throwing up redoubts 
and intronchmeuU, could be distinctly seen, 
and it will be vain for them to attempt to 
conceal their movements. 


The ligual corps, too, have ju»t been 


provided with the most powerful glasses 
known to the service, and can discern the 
movements of forces for neeirly fifty miles. 
In tbe approaching engagement we have 
almost everything to encourage us. 
A 


commander in whom wo all trust ; an army 
superior in many respects to any in the 
world ; the advantage of position, the beat 
range of hills for our artillery, and but sev- 
en miles distant from our baee of supplies, 
while tho rebels are at least sixty and will 
be daily in danger of having them cut off 
by expeditious up the York and Patnuuky 
rivers, and no loyal city in our front to pro- 
tect from being burned or lacked by an in- 
furiated enemy. 1 can see no reason why 
we should not b» completely successful. 
In some respects it would have been better 
to have fought them nearer Richmond, but 
as we were unable to reach Hanover Junc- 
tion, we are compelled to accept battle 
wherever Gen. Lee is disposed to offer it. 


The army, immense as it is, is laboring 


under one great disadvantage, 
It has not 


half cavalry enough. The most experienc- 
ed officers in the army tell mo we should 
have at least one regiment of cavalry to 
six of infantry. It is unnecft&sary to say 
that we have not half that. Even what we 
have ta in a terribly bruised and crippled 
condition. 
The hoof diicase or black 


tongue carry off or disable hundreds of 
fine horses every week. Strange to say, 
there is no horse medical director in the 
army; no ointments or medicineu for crip- 
pled or diseased horses are provided by the 
quartermaster. 
Half, if not two-thirds, of 


the horses which are condemned as worth- 
leas could be restored if there was a medi- 
cal department expressly for horses attach- 
ed to ihc army. There is one consolation, 
however; the horses of the rebels are dy- 
ing with the same disease, and I have not 
yet learned that they are provided with any 
more horse doctors than ourselves. But, 
gentlemen at the head of affairs, give this 
army more cavalry quickly, and provide 
each regiment with a competent farrier.

line of three miles, twenty-four of our guns 
point threateningly toward the enemy. In 
the ravines behind them a hundred more 
wait to be wheeled up and placed in posi- 
tion. Upon tho hills south of tue river, 
distant from three to five thousand, yards, 
rebel guns confront them. 
Some are juil 


visible over the crests of sharp ridges ; 
some peer blackly through hastily-built 
earthworks; some nltnost hidden by preat 
piles of brush. Already we count eighteen 
—the cannonading will unmask many more. 


"Ah, what nsonnd wilt rlie, how wild and dreary, 


When tho Death Angel Imuliei thesn swift keys] 


Whit loud lament nn'l dismal nilnroro 


Will mlngli with their awful (jiuphonles! 


In front of our right batteries, but far be- 


low and hidden from them, tho antique, 
narrow, half ruined village of Falmouth 
huga tha river. In front of the rebel bat- 
teries, in full view from both Bides, tho 
broad, well-to-do town of Frederiscksburg, 
with its great factariej, tall spires, aud brick 
buildings, is a templing target for our guns. 
The river which flows between (through 
Fredericksburg is half a mile bolow Fal- 
mouth) is now so norrow that a lad can 
throw a stone across. 


Behind our batteries and their protecting 


hills rests tbe infantry of the Grand Divi- 
sion. Gen. Couch's corps occupies a crea- 
cont shaped valley—a symmetric natural 
amphitheater. It is all aglow nightly with 
a thousand camp-fires ; and from tho pro- 
scenium-hill of Gen, Howard's headquart- 
ers, forms a picture mocking all earthly 
canvass. Behind tho rebel batteries, in tbe 
dense forest, their infantry occupies a line 
five miles long, By night, we just detect 
tho glimmer of their fires; by day we see 
the tall ilonder columns of smoke curling 
up from their campj. Practiced eyes es- 
timate thoir numbers from these indications 
at 40,000 or 50,000. 


We have waited a week for the pontoon 


boats, though (Jen. Burnside was promised 
they should be here simultaneously with bis 
first corps. The brilliant idea of bringing 
them from Winchefiter, G5 miles over the 
muddy roads, is worthy the most eminent 
professor of the grer.t art of How Not to Do 
It. 
Governmental minds worn apparently 


ignorant that they could be floated down 
the Potomac to Belle Plains, only 8 miles 
from this point. 


But lust night they were within two miles, 


so they will not delay us much longer. A 
few hours will be suilicieat for constructing 
tho bridge. 


Will tho rebels fight the decisive battle 


here ? Many of our officers believe they 
will. It seems improbable, for their only 
advantage is the obntaclu they can interpose 
to our crossing the river; and while a part 
of our nnuy is engaging them here, the rest 
may cross, above or below, and flank them. 
If they mean to risk a groat battle wo shall 
not complain ; wo lire only eight miles from 
our water baae. -

From G*n, Burnilde'j Army. 


Correspondence of the N. Y. Times. 


CAMP NBAB FttBDiBioKsnona, Va 1 


Saturday, NUT. 22, 13o2. J 


The army of the Potomao has probably 


never experienced two days and nights of 
greater discomfort than since they en- 
camped near the Rappahannock on Wed- 
nesday. The symptoms of a storm, which 
were apparent during the march hither 
from Warrenton, led many to fear that bad 
weather would overtake us before we were 
established in camp. The day was drizzly, 
and the ground on which the various com- 
mands pitched their camps was already un- 
comfortably wet. 
Daring the night the 


wind prevailed from the southeast, and rain 
fell in considerable quantity. The tempe- 
rature, however, was comparatively mild. 
Thursday morning the wind changed to the 
northeast, and blew a gale,- accompanied 
with heavy showers of rain. Such of the 
troops as were fortunate enough to he loca- 
ted on sloping ground were less affected by 
the descending floods. But the greater 
portion of them, as is customary, sought 
the level plains extending back from the 
river, which have heretofore been used for 
planting purposes. 
The encampment of 


the ninth army corps occupied one of these 
plateaus, and strenuous efforts were made 
by the usual ditching to turn the water off 
into the road which divides the encamp- 
ment. All efforts, however, proved una- 
vailing, and last night nine-tenths of the 
whole corps slept in the water, or stood in 
the pouring rain ankle deep in mud around 
their smouldering camp-fires. 
The absence 


of all material for flooring, and of straw, 
obliged them to lie on the bare ground. 
Some few only were able to procure pine 
boughs to keep themselves out of the 
water. 


Tbe violence of the cold northeast gale 


which blew the rain into the open shelter 
tents, only large enough for two to lie un- 
der, added much to their discomfort. 
To- 


day the sky has been overcast, but we have 
had only one light shower, and the sun had 
a golden set, giving earnest of a goodly 
day to-morrow. 


The river has risen considerably, but not 


enough to prevent fording. The army, no 
doubt, will be crossed on pontoon bridges, 
the materials for which are now arriving by 
transports at Potomac Creek. 
A part are 


already here. 


The roads, of coarse, have been much 


damaged by the rain, and some parts of 
those we have been compelled to use for 
the last day or two, are already so badly cut 
up by deep holes and gullies as to be al- 
most 


In front of our right batteries, but farb 


low and hidden from them, the antiqu 
narrow, half ruined village of Falmout 
hugs the river. In front of the rebel ba 
teries, in full view from both sides, th 
broad, well-to-do town of Frederiscksbnrj 
with its great factories, tall spices, and brie 
buildings, is a tempting; target for our gun 
The river which flows between (throng 
Fredericksburg is half a mile below Fa 
mouth) ia now so norrow that a lad ca 
throw a stoae across. 


Behind our batteries and their protectin 


hills rests the infantry of the Grand Divi 
sion. Gen. Couch's corps occupies a cres 
cent shaped valley—a symmetric natura 
amphitheater. 
It is all aglow nightly wit 


a thousand camp-firea ; and from the pro 
scenium-hill of Gen. Howard's headquart 
ers, forms a picture mocking all earthl 
canvass. Behind the rebel batteries, in thi 
dense forest, their infantry occupies a Hm 
five miles long. 
By night, we just detec 


the glimmer of their fires ; by day we see 
the tall «lender columns of smoke curling 
up from their camps. Practiced eyes es 
timate their numbers from these indication] 
at 40,000 or 50,000. 


We have waited a week for the pontoon 


boats, though Gen. Burnside was promise; 
they should be here simultaneously with his 
first corps. The brilliant idea of bringinj 
them from Winchester, 65 miles over th< 
muddy roads, is worthy the most eminen 
professor of the great art of How Not to Do 
It. 
Governmental minds were apparently 


ignorant that they eould be floated down 
the Potomac to Belie Plains, only 8 miles 
from this point. 


But last night they were within two miles, 


so they will not del»y us much longer. A 
few hours will be sufficient for constructing 
the bridge. 


Will the rebels fight the deciaive battle 


here ? Many of our officers believe they 


It seems improbable, for their only 
will. 


The 100th Pennsylvania, Col. Lazure, 


has been employed in repairing the Bell- 
plain road. 


The principal part of the forage for the 


army has been landed at Potomac Creek, 
and hauled thence in wagons. As soon as 
the railroad is in running order, that route 
will be substituted for all the supplies. 
The 


storm has somewhat retarded operations, 
but the work is being pushed vigorously 
forward. 
The railroad bridge over Potomao 


Run has to be rebuilt, but'that will occupy 
but a few days. 


Correspondence of the New York Trlbana. 


ScjJDAY, Nov. 23. 


Longstreet only is supposed to be in front 


of ua, with a force not exceeding 40,000. 
Generals Burnside, Hooker and Franklin 
have just rode away from the headquarters 
of General Sumner. An additional force 
of artillery has been ordered in position, 
and by to-morrow morning, if deemed ad- 
visable, 250 pieces of artillery can open up- 
on the doomed city. If a great battle 
should be fought here, the spectacle will be 
sublime beyond description. From many 
positions on either side of the river the 
whole struggle could be seen almost with- 
out the aid of a glass. Every movement of 
the rebels to-day, in throwing np redoubts 
and intrenchmenta, could be distinctly seen, 


advantage is the obstacle they can interpose 
to our crossing the river ; and while a part 
of onr army is engaging them here, the rest 
may cross, above or below, and flank them. 
If they mean to risk a great battle we shall 
not complain ; we are only eight miles from 
our water base.

The moat experienc- 
ed officers in the army tell me we should 
have at least one regiment of cavalry to 
six of infantry. 
It is unnecessary to say 


that we have not half that. Even what we 
have is in a terribly bruised and crippled 
condition. 
The hoof disease or black 


tongue carry off or disable handrsds of 
fine horses every week. Strange to say, 
there is no horse medical director in the 
army; no ointments or medicines for crip- 
pled or diseased horses are provided by the 
quartermaster. 
Half, if not two-thirds, of 


the horses which are condemned as worth- 
less could be restored if there was a medi- 
cal department expressly for horses attach- 
ed to the army. 
There is one consolation, 


however; the horses of the rebels are dy- 
ing with the same disease, and I have not 
yet learned that they are provided with any 
more horse doctors than ourselves. 
But, 


gentlemen at the head of affairs, give this' 
army more cavalry quickly, and provide 
each regiment with a competent farrier.

From the '1'hlrleentU Regiment. 


FORT HESRY, Tenn., Nov. 2G. 


MESSRS. EDITORS : Early on Thursday 


morning, the 20th instant, Co.'a B, G,F, H, 
and one of the 5th Iowa cavalry, with one 
day's rations? embarked on board the Ew» 
ing for a scouting tour up the river. Col. 
Lowe was on board, but assigned the com- 
mand to Major Hart, of the 71st Ohio.— 
The boat proceeded up the river twelve 
miles, and run into a sand-bar in the mid- 
dle of the channel. 
Aftvr a vain attempt 


to spar her off, the forces on hoard were 
ordered to disembark, which they did by 
tho aid of the yawl boat, and wended their 
way -some distance across a stony bar 
which protruded from tho bank to within 
fifty feet of the boat. The horses wero 
forced down the gang plank into the water, 
and took their heels to the shore amid the 
shouts and acclamations of the men. Thia 
relief of burden enabled the boatmen to 
extricate the steamer from her resting 
place after hours of hard labor, which last- 
ed till after sundown, when she immediate- 
ly repaired to the opposite shore to await 
tho approach of day, while the busy throng 
of blue coata bivouaced at one hundred 
rods distance upon the bank of .the river. 
Early the following morning our voyage 
waa abandoned, and the boat made her 
way back over the bar and landed below, 
where ahe retook her burden aud renewed 
her way toward Fort Henry. 


There is a general stir about camp, mak- 


ing cook shantees, cracking nuts, reading, 
writing, ic., and provision has been made 
to build a regimental bakery, and men are 
already employed upon its construction. 
Thia is somewhat indicative of winter quar- 
ters ; but the regiment is subject to a re- 
moval any day. The appearance of our 
noble and generous colonel is welcomed on 
every corner. 
The lieut. colonel and sev- 


eral other officers are off on business, prob- 
ably of a domestic character. The quar- 
termaster has just returned from St. Louis 
with a quantity of clothing for the regi- 
ment. Drs. E. H. and L. are attending to 
their regular business, and spare no pains 
in rendering efficient aid to the sick aud 
Buffering, who are progressing finely. Four 
deaths have recently occurred in camp, viz: 
John Butler, Co. A, Charles Butt8, Co. B, 
Elijah Bowman, Co. C, and Wilaon Menor, 
Co. G. Company G now occupy their 
place in the regiment, and Co. D is expect- 
ed to aoon, The major arrived here yes- 
terday, and commanded the dress parade 
thil evening. There is a drill when the 
weather ia favorable, but marches ore ao 
frequent that drilling is irregular. 


We have about one hundred colored men 


in the regiment, who are employed at the 
expense of the government aa cooks, pio- 
neers, mule-whackers, Ac. They are not 
remarkable for quickness, but trudge along 
perfectly independent.

Tho cause of this scarci- 
ty, of late, is a large number of our wagons 
and teams are laid up for repairs, the cor- 
reU are full of horses and mules which aro 
unfit for service, wbilo at tho repairing 
shop, over a thousand wagons have been 
left for repairs in the last two weaka. We 
ought not to complain if we are put on 
short allowance while the train is being re- 
paired because we have that train tho very 
day we move from here. 


Gen. A. McD. McCook, who now holds 


the advance of our army, had a skirmish 
with Jhe' cornfeds/ day before yesterday, and 
defeated them, driving them across Stony 
river, in the direction of Murfreesboro.— 
The rebela burned the bridge across the 
river, but a new one will be completed to-

observe their movements, if there ware any 
on the tapis. 


Early this morning a dense fog hung over 


tho Rappahannook. 
The blood-red aun, 


like a drunken lord just rising from his 
slumbers, seemed to struggle with the milt 
floating in vast oloude through the valley. 
In vain the signal corps stationed aronnd 
the headquarters of the General's com- 
manding corps, elevated their glasses and 
turned them in tha direction of the rebel 
army. Both rebel and union host were en- 
veloped in the dark gloom. Fruitless were 
the efforts of either party to observe the 
other's movements. Bat at noon the fog 
lifted by a slight breeze, and in part dispell- 
ed by the warm raya of the BUR, floated off 
and disappeared. 


The first glimpse of the hills beyond 


Fredericksburg reveal the rebel intrench- 
merits which had been thrown up during 
the night, and also what upon the closest 
observation appeared to be batteries parti- 
ally concealed in brushwood. Gen. Long- 
street, very clearly, for the past two days 
bos been anticipating a movement on our 
part to cross tha old ford near Falmouth, 
and in order to prevent it has planted his 
batteries BO as to command the ford at al- 
most every angle. But if I am not much 
mistaken, hia jfork haH all been in vain. — 
Not a man from our army will cross, or at- 
tempt to cross, at that point. There are 
other fords more practicable and other ways 
of circumventing this wily general than by 
accepting battle where he aaema moat in- 
clined to offer it. Therefore, I think that 
for the next two or three daya the struggle 
between Gen. Loe and Gen, Burnsido will 
be purely a mental one, nothing but the 
caliber and ruach of tho brain will be test- 
ed. 
Wo must wait patiently, therefore, 


whilst this silunt struggle ia going on. 


But although highly cultivated and able 


minds are undergoing the severest tension, 
the mere machinery of the army, which, 
after long discipline, ttooms to move with- 
out a directing will, la spinning aud hum- 
ming with ceaseless activity. 


But I have wandered n\iay from the left 


and center, toward which I started my 
horse. The rear of nn advancing army is 
never an interesting placo to one in aenrch 
of something for the people to read. 
Drill- 


ing and maneuvering troops have long since 
ceased to attract attention. 
Only the roar 


and the rush of battle, the close proximity 
of tha enemy, an atmosphere filled with ru- 
mors, or the ghastly acaues upon the gory 
field, will quicken the pulse' and Head the 
blood leaping to the brain. Everything 
else seema tame and lifeless in comparison. 


Tho long train of pontoons has arrived, 


just fivo daya behind time. If what lead- 
ing generals tell me is true, and I doubt 
them not, the mistake of thia campaign, 
thus far, has been in not having the pon- 
toon train on the ground last week Tues- 
day, the day General Stunner's advance 
reached Falraouth. It could then have 
been thrown over the river at the most fea- 
sible point, and encountered the fire of but 
a section of rebel artillery. Now the shot 
and shell of a hundred guns will, perhaps, 
blaze away upon it as it ia being thrown 
across the river. 


This error should not bo set down against 


Gen. Burnsido. Ho was promised it should 
bo here upon the arrival of Gen. Hnmner. 


After the pontoon train came that rang- 


nificent reserve artillery, composed of sixty 
pieces of heaviest field calibre, which wo 
heard BO much about, but which did so little 
execution. It haa been well named reserve 
artillery. It haa never won any better title. 
But the ftvct that as^I was riding my horac 
to the rear of the army this afternoon, 
those ton batteries were going to the front, 
apparently in support of the pontoon train, 
is sufficient to satisfy me that in the next 
engagement Gen. Buruside is determined 
that it shall play the part of reserve no 
longer, but try its mettle (and metal) with 
tho best of the rebel artillery. 


I reached tho headquarters of Gen. 


Franklin about sunset. The two corps un- 
der his command were doing nothing but 
drawing their rations, a great abundance 
of which are piled around every commissa- 
ry and quartermaster's tont. 


The village of Stafford Court House, 


around which, for miles, the grand divisions 
of Gena. Hooker and Franklin are en- 
camped, ia the weakest apology for n vil- 
lage I have yet seen in Virginia. The pro- 
fession of taw has always seemed to me to 
be a very respectable ono; but from prac- 
ticing it in such a court house, in such a 
village, with ouch n God-forsaken looking 
people for client*, I pray the Lord forever 
to deliver me. The atuff horses of Gen. 
Franklin were eating oats within the bar, 
and I think it was the head of an RES or a 
mule that peered above the judge's seat. 
Ono would know that Stafford county was 
long since flold, body and soul, to slavery 
and treason, by simply viaiting its county 
seat.

Herald's Special. — Considerablo excite*

EDITORS GAZETTE :—The tunnel is at

We 
ought not to complain if we are put on 
short allowance while the train is being re- 
paired because we have that train the very 
day we move from here.

From. Gen* Bnrnsldea' Army. 


IlEADQUARTZRS QKK, FflANKLiy, NOT. 25, 
1862. 


On account of the temporary absence of 


one of your correspondents I left the fornt 
this morning, where Gen. Sumner is close- 
ly watching (Jen. Longstreet and waiting 
with eagerness the order to cross the Rap- 
pahannock and drive him from the hills he 
haa selected for his entrenchments, and 
rode to the left and center of the army to 
observe their movements, if there were any 
on the tapis. 


Early this morning a dense fog hung over 


the Rappahannook. 
The blood-red iun, 


like a drunken lord just rising from his 
slumbers, seemed to struggle with the milt 
floating in vast clouds through the valley. 
In vain the signal corps stationed aroand 
the headquarters of the General's com- 
manding corps, elevated their glasses and 
turned them in the direction of the rebel 
army. Both rebel and union host were en- 
veloped in the dark gloom. Fruitless were 
the efforts of either party to observe the 
other's movements. But at noon the fog 
lifted by a slight breeze, and in part dispell- 
ed by the warm rayi of the sun, floated off 
and disappeared. 


The first glimpsa of the hills beyond 


Fredericksburg reveal the rebel intrench- 
ments which had been thrown up during 
the night, and also what upon the closest 
observation appeared to be batteries parti- 
ally concealed in brushwood. Gen. Long- 
street, very clearly, for the past two days 
has been anticipating a movement on our 
part to cross the old ford near Falmouth, 
and in order to prevent il has planted his 
batteries so as to command the ford at al- 
most every angle. 
But if I am not much 


mistaken, hisjfork haa all bean in vain.— 
Not a man from our army will cross, or at- 
tempt to crosa, at that point. There are 
other fords more practicable and other ways 
of circumventing this wily general than by 
accepting battle where he laerns moat in- 
clined to offer it. 
Therefore, I think that 


for the next twa or thres days the struggle 
between Gen. Lse and Gan. Burnside will 
be purely a mental one, nothing but the 
caliber and ruach of the br&iu will be test- 
ed. 
We must wait patiently, therefore, 


whilst this silont struggle ia going on. 


But although highly cultivated and able 


minds are undergoing the severest tension, 
the mere machinery of the army, which, 
after long discipline, seems to move with- 
out a directing will, is spinoing and hum- 
ming with ceaseless activity. 


But I have wandered OM»V from the left 


and center, toward which I started my 
horse. The rear of an advancing army ia 
never an interesting place to one in search 
of something for the people to read. 
Drill- 


ing and maneuvering troops have long since 
ceased to attract attention. Only the roar 
and the rush of battle, the close proximity 
of tha enemy, an atmosphere filled with ru- 
mors, or the ghastly scenes upon the gory 
field, will quicken the pulse and send the 
blood leaping to the brain. Everything 
else seems tame and lifeless in comparison. 


The long train of pontoons has arrived, 


juat five days behind time. If what lead- 
ing generals tell me is true, and I doubt 
them not, the mistake of this campaign, 
thu.a far, has been in not having the pon- 
toon train on the ground last week Tues- 
day, the day General Sumner's advance 
reached Falmouth. It could then have 
been thrown over the river at the most fea- 
sible point, and encountered the fire of but 
a section of rebel artillery. Now the shot 
and shell of a hundred guns will, perhaps, 
blaze away upon it as it is being thrown 
across the river. 


This error should not be set down against 


Gen. Burnside. Ha was promised it should 
be here upon the arrival of Gen. Snmner. 


After the pontoon train came that mag- 


nificent reserve artillery, composed of sixty 
pieces of heaviest field calibre, which we 
heard so much about, but which did so little 
execution. It has been well named reserve 
artillery. It bas never won any better title. 
But the fact that as.J was riding my horse 
to the rear of the army this afternoon, 
those ten batteries were going to the front, 
apparently in support of the pontoon train, 
is sufficient to satisfy me that in the next 
engagement Gen. Burnside is determined 
that it shall play the part of reserve no 
longer, but try its mettle (and metal) with 
the best of the rebel artillery.

They must carry ra- 
tiona, and the sick and weary must be left 
by the roadside to be murdered by the 
guerrillas of the enemy. The troops woulc 
reach the scane of action utterly exhaust 
ed, and if defeated, would be likely to be 
annihilated. Yet there was no alternative 
and the order for the desperate march was 
given. 


But, about midnight, a negro came from 


shore and told the general of a point o 
land ivhere the troops might land with ease 
and safety, and by a march of eight or ten 
miles would reach a spot where they could 
cover the landing of cavalry and artillery 
and from thence by a march of four miles 
could reach the buttery from the rear.

information as to the topography of the re 
gion with perfect clearness and absolute 
accuracy. His advice was adopted; the 
enemy found themselves assailed from s 
side where they had not dreamed of attack, 
and fled precipitately.
